Coins of all kinds, and of every denomina- | 
tion, have been connterieited. The moet 
dangerous counterfeits are tho-e struek from 
a die, andare found priucipally among the | 
imitations of the gold coins. Molds of vari- | 
cue kinds are extensively used in counter. | 
feiting gold, silver, and other cvins, but these | 
coun’erfeits are much inferior to the clas« 
mentioned above. Coins struck from a die | 
have avery fice appearane, the lettering | 
and milling being sharp and clear, and the 
ring usually good, and are in some instances | 
aimost perfect fac-siniles of the genuine. | 
The most noticable defects to be found in! 
this class of coins is, that they cre usually a 
tritle short weight, oud the eiye: or reeding | 
sre not so sharp and clear as in the genuine. | 
Mauy of these coins have the full weight. In 
counterfeits made from a mold, the lettering. | 
milling cud reeding are usuallg poor, weight 
very defective, aud are Iscking the sharp 
cad clear cut appearince which is tennd in 
ine genuine coin, A majority of the counter- 
fort silver coins in circulation are made in 
this manner, by molds, as if is a verv inex- 
pensive form of countertetting. Some very 
lair specitnens have been produced from the 
moider'’s hands, but usually they are much 
lighter than the genuine: andit of the 
quired weight, they ditfer in diameter 
thickness.
